Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, 21-26, 29, 31 renumbered as 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or make obvious a database system storing a first assignment 
of a first profile to a first memory portion, a second assignment of a second profile to a 
second memory portion, the memory portions being disjunctive, wherein the first profile 
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is uniquely associated with only the first memory portion and a first application system 
and the second profile is uniquely associated with only the second memory portion and 
a second application system, the application systems communicating with the database 
through the corresponding profiles. These distinct limitations appear in all independent 
claims 1, 21, 29, 31. 

Claims 2-7, 22-26 being further limiting and definite are also allowable.
